Ever stop to think of where the 


Easter Rabbit came from?—or 
the crazy idea of a rabbit 
delivering eggs at Easter? 
Interestingly, Easter, the 
highest of Christian holidays, 
owes much of its embroidery of 
colorful customs to ancient 
pagan festivals. 


Even the name "Easter" 


comes from Eostra, a Germanic 
goddess of dawn anrl sorine. 
Early pagans believed that each 
spring an egg descended from 
heaven and was hatched by 
doves. Out of it came Eostra, 
bringing the sun's warmth back 
to earth and ending the winter. 
Soon after, a rabbit presented 
Eostra with the gift of a new 
egg.As 
Christianity 
spread, 


Christian priests noted that the 
pagan spring festival coincided 
with the time of Christ's 
resurrection, and allowed some 
pagan customs to be kept. As 
time passed, legends originally 
associated with Eostra became 
almost indistinguishable from 
the traditions associated only 
with Easter. 


For example, Eostra's egg, 


whether real or a candy form, 
still implies new life, the essence 
of Easter. And gayly colored 
eggs are still given as gifts to 
celebrate the holiday. Even the 
rabbit, who presented Eostra 
with her agg and is symbolic of 
fertility and the continuance of 
life, is with us today as the 
Easter Bunny. 


The hot cross bun, another 


common Easter symbol, was a 
pagan talisman believed to bear 
particularly good effects for the 
giver and the receiver, and was 
used long before Lent was first 


worth shopping for. 
The butterfly, with its three 
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DISTINCTIVE—Cotton in a bold geometric of black, brown, 
and orange, sets off this handsome den with a distinctive 
masculine flavor. The Waverly fabric, called "Mardi Gras," 
is used for Rmnan shades on the slanted windows and as a 
cover for the clean-lined desk chair. Companion wallpaper 
and accessories of orange and yellow unify the room. 
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forms of life, also claims special 
significance as a symbol of 
Easter. 
The caterpillar sym- 


bolizes life; the cocoon death; 
and the butterfly, resurrection. 


But of all the Christian 


holidays, Easter is most closely 
associated with flowers, and 
florist experts observe that 
many varieties are legendary 
religious symbols of the season. 


Although the lily is most often 


linked with Easter, the first 
carnations are said to have 
sprung up from Mary's tears as 
she walked to Calvary. Another 
legend 
tells 
how 
whole 


anemones, symbolic of Mary's 
sorrow, bloomed on Calvary the 
evening of the resurrection. 
Forever green ivy represents 
the soul's immortality; the 
daisy stands for Christ's in- 
nocence; and the rose sym- 
bolizes God's divine love. 


Florists note that the tulip 


is another exceptional floral 
symbol of spring and Easter's 
spiritual rebirth. When planted, 
it appears to be little more than 
an inert lump, rootless and 
apparently as dead as last fall's 
leaves. Yet, from within each 
dry, brown bulb a tulip will 
emerge in captivating beauty in 
the spring. 


Considered the loveliest of 


spring "happenings" by some, 
this blossom is surely an ap- 
propriate representation of a 
holiday which promises man 
something new and better.

Azaleas Add Both Color 
And Evergreen Shrubbery 


Handsome. 
That's the word 
for the azalea family. When in 
bloom, as many of them are 
right now, they are literally 
smothered with color. 
Out of 
bloom, azaleas rank among the 
most useful and 
certainly 
among the trimmest evergreen 
landscape' shrubs., 
If you’ve been thinking of 
planting azaleas, 
or 
if you 
haven’t tried them, visit a local 
member 
of the 
California 
Association of Nurserymen and 
see what wonders awrait you in 
this also 'versatile family. 
There are several types of 
azaleas ana many varieties in 
each class 
Azaleas of the 
Belgian Indica strain start 
blooming in the fall, and show 
color through winter 
In full 
bloom 
their 
branches are 
completely 
covered 
with 
blooms. Nurseries, have these in 
a tempting selection of colors: 
Bright red through the pinks to 
shimmering white. 
Southern Indicas, the so- 


called Sun Azaleas, are more 
vigorous growers 
than their 
cousins The flowers are larger 
and the color choices are equally 
impressive. 
Nurseries often 
have these trained up in tree 
form—-for use as accent plants 
for growing in tubs for the patio 
or entryway. 
You’ll also find 
them in hanging baskets. The 
plants, as the name implies, will 
tolerate more sun than the 
Belgian Indicas 
If in doubt as 
to the planting exposure you 
have, ask your nurseryman’s 
advice. 
There are other azaleas types 
to be found, though not all are 
uniformly available because of 
climatic needs 
The dramatic 
decidous mollis azaleas, for 
instance, aren’t seen too often in 
the southland, but are favorites 
in northern counties The semi- 
evergreen Kaempheri hybrids 
are 
generally 
available 
throughout the state—and are 
worth shopping for. 


Ever stop to think of where the 
Easter 'Rabbit came from'*—or 
the crazy idea of a rabbit 
delivering eggs at Easter'1 
Interestingly, 
Easter, 
the 
highest of Christian holidays, 
owes much of its. embroidery of 
colorful customs to ancient 
pagan festivals 
Even the name “Easter” 
comes from Eostra a Germanic 
goddess of dawn ami spring 
Early pagans believed that each 
spring an egg descended from, 
heaven and was hatched by 
doves., Out 'Off it came Eostra, 
bringing the sun's warmth hack 
to earth and ending the winter. 
Soon after, a rabbit presented 
Eostra with the gift of a new 
egg 
As 
Christianity 
spread, 
Christian priests noted 'that, the 
pagan spring festival coincided 
with the time of Christ’s 
resurrection, and allowed some 
pagan customs to be kept 
As 
time passed, legends originally 
associated with Eostra became 
almost indistinguishable from 
the traditions associated only 
with Easter. 
For example, Eostra’s egg, 
w'hether real or a candy form, 
still implies new life, the essence 
of Easter 
And gayly colored 
eggs are still given as gifts to 
celebrate the holiday. Even the 
rabbit, who presented Eostra 
with her agg and is symbolic of 
fertility and the continuance of 
life, is with us today as the 
Easter Bunny. 
The hot cross bun, another 
common Easter symbol, was a 
pagan talisman believed to bear 
particularly good effects for the 
giver and the receiver, and was 
used long before Lent was first 
observed. 
The butterfly, with its. three 


forms of life, also claims special 
significa nee as a symbol of 
Easter 
The caterpillar sym 
hohzes life; the cocoon death; 
and the butterfly, resurrection 
But of all the Christian 
holidays, Easter is most closely 
associated with flowers, and 
florist, experts observe that 
many varieties are legendary 
religious symbols of the season 
Although the lily is most often 
linked with Easter, the first 
carnations are said to have 
sprung up from Mary’s tears as 
she walked to Calvary'.. Another 
legend 
tells 
how 
whole 
anemones, symbolic of Mary’s 
sorrow, bloomed on Calvary the 
evening of the resurrection. 
Forever green ivy represents 
the soul’s immortality; the 
daisy stands for Christ’s in­ 
nocence ; and the rose sym­ 
bolizes God’s divine love. 
Florists note that the tulip 
is another exceptional floral 
symbol of spring and Easter’s 
spiritual rebirth. When planted, 
it appears to be1 little more 'than 
an inert lump, rootless and 
apparently as dead as last fall's 
leaves. Yet, from within each 
dry, brown bulb a tulip will 
emerge in captivating beauty in 
the spring 
Considered, the loveliest of 
spring “happenings” by some, 
this blossom is surely an ap­ 
propriate representation of a 
holiday which promises man 
something new and better.

Oil Scum Shifts 
Around Gulf Islands 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — An 


ugly scum of oil shifted around 
the Breton Islands off the 
southeast Louisiana shore today 
as oilmen labored to tame three 
wild wells on an offshore plat- 
form. 


The slick, created by up to 


1,000 barrels a day gushing from 
the wells for a week, was 
reported spreading in four 
directions over the Gulf of 
Mexico, driven by tides and 
shifting winds. 


Pollution from the oil was a 


major threat to rich oyster beds 
along the Louisiana coast in the 
area and to the Breton Island 
Bird Refuge, nesting site for 
thousands of birds.

Only a small part of the 


parade had passed when many 
onlookers pointed to bellows of 
black smoke coming from 
windows on the south end.

The firat and emtf 11mm I saw 
the exclusive Windsor Hotel on 
upper Fifth Avenue was on a 
bright afternoon in March 'near 
the end of the last century, but 
the sight has troubled me well 
over seventy yean, because of 
stark tragedy which dispelled 
fun and moments of festive 
excitement from my mind in a 
sudden and a post ling manner 
Occasionally 1 played hookey 
from Public School No 1 in 
Greenwich Village — as on the 
afternoon of March seventeenth 
On such rare opportunities I felt 
guiltless because at my inherent

rode the Sixth Avenue "el" to 
the Fiftieth Street station, 
lingered a few momenta to study 
the tiny locomotive and mar­ 
velled at the small fire box 
which furnished steam, hardly 
could I suspect I would soon 
watch another fire — a terrible 
spectacle caused by outright 
carelessness; a fire of such

From, the "el” station I walked 
a block east and tried to cross 
Fifth Avenue to find a place on 
the broad frontage of Saint 
Patrick’s Cathedral but. a 
parade was approaching and no 
one was allowed to croas the 
then narrow thoroughfare.

Bank of America, in a statement of position following on the 


burning of its branch at Isla Vista near the University of California 
at Santa Barbara, made some pertinent comments. 


"Participants in the violence say it was a protest against the 


'Capitalist establishment,' 'the war in Vietnam,' 'the Chicago 
trial,' 'student repression,' 'police brutality,' and a list of other 
grievances against America in 1970" the bank commented. "Some 
of these grievances are real, some areTanciful and others are false. 
But all deserve to be aired. To the degree that they are not aired, 
are not taken seriously, Americans break faith with their young." 


"But all Americans, young and old, liberal and conservative, 


lose by violence," the bank's statement declares. "Violence and 
destruction are the seeds of anarchy and tyranny — whether it be 
the tyranny of the extreme right or the extreme left. We believe 
the time has come for Americans to unite in one cause: a rejection, 
total and complete, of violence as a means of public dissent." 


The bank officials are unequivocally right, both in their con- 


tention that complaints of grievance should be aired, and that 
violence must be rejected. Violence such as that at Isla Vista 
cannot be countenanced, and it is an unproductive method of 
seeking change, even if it could. Moreover even if it should result in 
change, there would be no assurance that it would be the change the 
protesters sought. When anarchy prevails anyone may seize power.

Senator Barry Goldwater takes Julian Goodman, head of a 


broadcasting firm, to task for protesting serving of subpoenas on 
the news media. "I think it's time to ask just who these TV news 
people are," he declared. "If one of their employes has information 
or material that would be useful to grand jury or a district attorney 
in legal proceedings, why shouldn't he be asked to produce the 
items requested? Are we to take Mr. Goodman's word for the fact 
that the news media is above the law?" 


Apparently, Senator Goldwater is choosing to ignore the fact 


that the only .information the news media is likely to balk about 
divulging is that obtained from confidential sources that will be 
dosed for all time if there is even a threat that they will no longer 
be confidential. In that case neither the government nor the public 
will be as well off as it is now.

WASHINGTON — By 
its 


exaltation of doddering old men 
and outmoded ways, the once 
mighty Congress has frittered 
away much of the power it once 
wielded over national affairs. 
But there are still a few cur- 
mudgeons on Capitol Hill who 
can bring official Washington to 
a virtual standstill over the least 
triviality. 


Such a man is Lucius Mendel 


Rivers, the sometimes boozy 
Congressman from Charleston, 
S. C. With his flowing white hair 
and erect bearing, Rivers cuts 
an imposing figure as he 
presides over the House Armed 
Services Committee, the first 
bastion 
of 
the 
military- 


industrial complex. 


So influential is Rivers with 


the military brass that he has 
converted his home town from a 
charming, sleepy coastal city 
into a major military center. 
And any occasion of importance 
to Rivers is sure to bring the top 
military figures in the country to 
pay homage. 


A planeload of brass hats, for 


instance, was flown at public 
expense to attend the unveiling 
of a heroic bust of Congressman 
Rivers in North Charleston on a 
street named, of course, Rivers 
Avenue. He brought an equally 
glittering assemblage to the tiny 
South Carolina town of St. 
Stephens to help celebrate "L. 
Mendel Rivers Day." 


The chairman's annual quail 


luncheon on Capitol Hill is 
another great event in his life, 
and the mighty in Washington 
respond accordingly. A banquet 
room in the marble Rayburn 
Building is set aside for the 
occasion, 
and 
grateful 


Charleston businessmen ship in 
enough quail and she-crab soup 
to feed about 700 VIPs. 


GATHERING OF CADILLACS 


The 1970 luncheon, held on a 


rainy day last week, was at- 
tended by so many bigwigs that 
the police on duty reported they 
had never seen so many Cadillac 
limousines at one time. During a 
10-minute period, my associate 
Britton Hume counted 22 
limousines. 


The guests included four 


Cabinet members, not to 
mention the lesser Secretaries 
of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force. There were also such 
disparate dignitaries as Judge 
Clement 
Haynsworth, 
the 


Supreme Court appointee who 
was turned down by the Senate, 
and Paul Dietzel, the University 
of South Carolina football coach. 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff were 


there, of course, resplendent in 
their military braid. Top 
executives from all the major 
military contractors also turned 
up. 


"Everybody who is anybody 


in 
the 
military-industrial 


complex who would come, I 
invited," Rivers proudly told the 
gathering. 


The benediction was given by 


Carl Mclntire, the right-wing 
radio evangelist whose bombs- 
away approach to foreign policy 
closely parallels Rivers' own 
views. 


Into the crush of limousines on 


the circle in front of the Rayburn 
Building rumbled a 1947 Dodge 
sedan driven by a young man 
with mutton-chop sideburns. 


He was immediately stopped 


by police who ordered him to 
move on. There was an un- 
pleasant exchange, and the 
young man demanded a parking 
space in one of the choice spots 
near the limousines of Attorney 
General John Mitchell and 
Secretary of Defense Mel Laird. 


To the amazement of the 


chauffeurs, 
who gaped in 


astonishment, the young man 
was permitted to wheel his 
jalopy into a spot just a few 
steps from the front door of the 
building. 


It turned out that he was none 


other than Lucius Mendel 
Rivers Jr.,

The Pentagon is investigating 


charges that Army personnel 
went on a big-game hunt in 
Alaska, hitting the trails in an 
Army vehicle and using Army 
two-way radios to track their 
quarry.

The allegations were made by 


the National Association of 
Government Employes in a 
letter to Secretary of the Army 
Stanley Resor. The letter, ob- 
tained by this column, charges 
that at least four Dugway em- 
ployes made an unnecessary 
trip to Ft. Greeley, Alaska, so 
they could shoot moose and 
caribou last August. 


Although the letter doesn't 


name the persons involved and 
the investigation has been 
classified "confidential," this 
column has learned the names 
of two of the alleged offenders. 


One is William Woods, a top 


Dugway official, who headed the 
Alaskan excursion which was 
made, ostensibly, to dismantle 
some equipment. The other is 
Sgt. LeRoy Mosher, also from 
Dugway. 


Mosher refused to discuss the 


incident at all, but Woods 
acknowledged that be bad gone 
bunting while on an Army 
mission in Alaska last summer. 
He had been accompanied on the 
safari, he said, by two men from 
Dugway and two others from Ft. 
Greeley. 


Woods said the party shot four 


moose and one caribou. Four 
sets of horns were shipped back 
to Dugway in Army containers 
at government expense, he 
admitted. But he denied that any 
Army radios had been used. The 
use of a military vehicle was 
justified, he said, because the 
weekend trip had also been an 
essential Army mission.

Nixon's Dilemma 


I am on the side of Senator 


Fulbright and the others who 
insist that it is our right to know 
what it is that we are up to in 
Laos, or wherever else we are 
making substantial military 
commitments. 
But a few 


qualifications are in order. 


l. Senator Fulbright and his 


followers are saying exactly 
what the Republican isolationist 
senators were saying during the 
late thirties right up to Pearl 
Harbor. On the few occasions 
when President 
Roosevelt 


levelled with the American 
public about military com- 
mitments he had entered into, it 
was a slip of the tongue. 


I cherish in particular an 


anecdote told me by General 
Wedemeyer. 
He was then a 


captain, or a major, and he was 
a part of the presidential staff 
that went to the North Atlantic 
with Mr. Roosevelt to ren- 
dezvous with Winston Churchill. 
After a couple of days, the 
President and the Prime 
Minister issued the Atlantic 
Pact, a document which, read 
today, would chill the blood of 
exactly the same people who 
applauded it when it was issued, 
back when they were still high 
on Wilsonianism, and 
had 


discovered, with the help of 
Wendell Willkie, that we inhabit, 
after all. One World. 


Still, it was mostly rhetoric. 


But when the President's 
cruiser returned, putting down 
in Boston, an army of reporters 
rushed up to FDR as he was 
wheeled from the boat to his 
private train. A reporter asked 
him the question on everyone's 
mind: "Mr. President, did you 
make any commitments to Mr. 
Churchill involving American 
troops?" 
Absolutely not, the 


President replied, cigarette- 
holder at the usual rakish angle. 
At precisely that moment, 
G e n e r a l 
W e d e m e y e r 


reminisces, he was walking 
alongside the wheel chair, a 
member of the large retinue, 
carrying a briefcase which 
contained a memorandum of an 
agreement by FDR to send U.S. 
troops to occupy Iceland—which 
in due course was done. 


The young idealistic Major 


Wedemeyer was so upset at 
being an accomplice in so 
brazen an act of duplicity, that 
he chugalugged two martinis on 
the presidential train and then 
approached his hero, George 
Marshall, to inform him that as 
a 
matter 
of conscience, 


Wedemeyer would have to 
resign. 
General Marshall 


soothed him, told him that yes, 
the whole experience was un- 
comfortable, but that after all, 


politicians are politicians, and 
there isn't a whole lot that can 
be done about it. 


The moral of the story is—of 


course—that politicians who 
thunder for presidential probity, 
tend to do so less because the 
lure of probity has overwhelmed 
them, than because it suits their 
present purposes to call for 
ruthless presidential candor. 
The Republican isolationists of 
1940 tend nowadays to be the 
hawkish anti-Communists, for 
reasons I shall not now go into; 
and they are not yapping at 
President Nixon's heels. It is 
the Fulbrights who are doing so: 
because they want us out of 
Southeast Asia.

candor is dare we say it. 
because President Nixon is 
engaged in discharging com- 
mitments in Laos made by 
Averell Harriman

1962. This, of course, leads to a 
paradoxical, situation. 
Mr. 


Nixon, who is dedicated to the 
survival of a Southeast Asia 
uncrushed by the Communists, 
is doing what he can to live up to 
treaties passed by Democratic 
senates, and protocols extended 
by Democratic presidents. The 
1962 Geneva accord called on all 
parties to stay out of Laos, and 
of course the Communists give it 
not a second's attention. 
America's activities in Laos 
have been derivative. 


Nixon's dilemma is that he 


can only silence his Democratic 
critics 
by 
revealing 
the 


Democratic auspices of the jam 
he has got in. But in order to do 
that, he needs to reveal certain 
things the public revelation of 
which would give the enemy the 
arguments 
— 
however 


spurious— with which to charge 
America, before the bar of world 
opinion, with activity in con- 
bra vention of a treaty.

Bank of America, in a statem ent of position following on the 
burning of its branch at Isla Vista near the University of California 
at Santa Barbara, made some pertinent comments. 


“Participants in the violence say it was a protest against the 
‘Capitalist establishm ent,’ ‘the war in Vietnam,’ ‘the Chicago 
trial,' ‘student repression,’ ‘police brutality,’ and a list of other 
grievances against America in 1970’’ the bank commented “Some 
of these grievances are real, some abeTanciful and others are false. 
But all deserve to be aired To the degree that they are not aired, 
are not taken seriously, Americans break faith with their young.’’ 


“ But all Americans, young and old, liberal and conservative, 
lose by violence,” the bank’s statem ent declares “ Violence and 
destruction are the ^eeds of anarchy and tyranny — whether it be 
the tyranny of the extrem e right or the extreme left. We believe 
the time has come for Americans to unite in one cause: a rejection, 
total and complete, of violence as a means of public dissent." 


The bank officials are unequivocally right, both in their con­ 
tention that complaints of grievance should be aired, and that 
violence must be rejected. Violence such as that at Isla Vista 
cannot be countenanced, and it is an unproductive method of 
seeking change, even if it could. Moreover even if it should result in 
change, there would be no assurance that it would be the change the 
protesters sought. When anarchy prevails anyone m ay seize power.

.South Carolina

of St. 
Stephens to help celebrate “L, 
Mendel Rivers Day." 
The chairm an’s annual quail 
luncheon 
on Capitol 
Hill is 
another great event in his life, 
and the mighty in Washington 
respond accordingly. A banquet 
room in the marble Rayburn 
Building is set aside for the 
occasion, 
and 
grateful 
Charleston businessmen ship in 
enough quail and she-crab soup 
to feed about 700 VIPs.

Woods said the party shot four 
moose and one caribou. Four 
sets of horns were shipped back 
to Dugway in Army containers 
a t governm ent expense, he 
admitted. But he denied that any 
Army radios had been used. The 
use of a military vehicle was 
justified, he said, because the 
weekend trip had also been an 
essential Army mission.

I am on the side of Senator

But a few 
qualifications are in order 
1. Senator Fulbnght and his 
followers are saying exactly 
what the Republican isolationist 
senators were saying during the 
late thirties right up to Pearl 
Harbor 
On the few occasions 
when 
President 
Roosevelt 
levelled with the American 
public about military com­ 
mitments he had entered into, it 
was a slip of the tongue 
I cherish in particular an 
anecdote told me by 
General 
Wedemeyer 
He was then a 
captain, or a major, and he was 
a part of the presidential staff 
that went to the North Atlantic 
with Mr. Roosevelt to ren­ 
dezvous with Winston Churchill. 
After a couple ot days, the 
President and 
the 
Prime 
Minister issued the Atlantic 
Pact, a document which, read 
today, would chill the Mood of 
exactly the same people who 
applauded, ft when it was issued, 
back when they were still high 
on Wilsonianism. and had 
discovered, with the help of 
Wendell Willkie, that we inhabit, 
after all. One World. 
Still, it was mostly rhetoric. 
But when the President’s 
cruiser returned, putting down 
in Boston, an army of reporters 
rushed up to FDR as he was 
wheeled from the boat to his 
private train A reporter asked 
him the question on everyone’s 
mind: “Mr. President, did you 
make any commitments to Mr. 
Churchill involving 
American 
troops?” 
Absolutely not, the 
President replied, cigarette- 
holder at the rnual rakish angle... 
At precisely that moment, 
G e n e r a l 
W e d e m e y e r 
reminisces, he was walking 
alongside the wheel chair, a 
member of the large retinue, 
carrying a briefcase which 
contained a memorandum of an 
agreement by FDR to send U.S. 
troops to occupy Iceland—which 
in due course was done 
The young idealistic Major 
Wedemeyer was so upset at 
being an accom.pl ice in so 
brazen an act of duplicity, that 
he chugalugged two martinis on 
the presidential tram and then 
approached, his hero, George 
Marshall, to inform him that as 
a 
m atter 
of 
conscience, 
Wedemeyer would have to 
resign. 
General Marshall 
soothed him, told him that yes, 
the whole experience was un­ 
comfortable, but that after all, 


politicians are politicians, and 
there' isn’t a whole tot that can 
be done about It. 
'The moral of the' story is—of 
course—that politicians who 
thunder for presidential probity, 
tend to do so less because the 
lure of probity has overwhelmed 
them, than because it suits their 
present purposes to call for 
ruthless presidential candor 
The Republican isolationists of 
1.940 tend nowadays to be the' 
hawkish anti-Communists, for 
reasons I shall not now go into, 
and they are not yapping at 
President Nixon’s heels 
It is 
the Fulbnghts who are doing so: 
because they want us out of 
Southeast Asia. 
2. One reason why the whole 
of the Democratic contingent in 
the Senate is not backing 
Senator 
Fulbnght 
in 
his 
campaign 
for 
presidential 
candor is 
dare we say it, 
because President Nixon is 
engaged in discharging com­ 
mitments in Laos made by 
Aver ell. 
Harr imán 
at 
the 
direction of John F. Kennedy in 
1962.. This, 'Of course, leads to' a 
paradoxical situation. 
Mr. 
Nixon, who is dedicaled to the 
survival of a Southeast Asia 
uncrushed by the Communists, 
is doing what he can to live up to 
treaties 'passed, by Democratic 
senates, and protocols extended 
by Democratic presidents. The 
1962 Geneva accord called on all 
parties to stay out of Laos, and 
of course the Communists give it 
not a second's attention. 
America’s activities in Laos 
have been derivative. 
Nixon’s dilemma is that he 
can only silence his Democratic 
critics 
by 
revealing 
the 
Democratic auspices of the jam 
he has got in, But in order to do 
that, he needs to reveal certain 
things the public revelation of 
which would give the enemy the 
arguments 
— 
however 
spurious— with which to charge 
America, before the bar of world 
opinion, with activity in con­ 
travention of a treaty.

Effort To Increase 
Coastal Steelhead 


The Department of Fish and 


Game 
today 
announced 


allocations for yearling fish 
production among king salmon, 
silver salmon and steelheau at 
the Mad River Hatchery, with 
initial emphasis on rebuilding 
the depleted steelhead runs on 
California's coastal streams. 


The $2.5 million hatchery, 


under construction in Humboldt 
County as a Wildlife Con- 
servation Board project, is more 
than 50 per cent completed and 
is scheduled to begin production 
during the winter of 1970-71. 


The one million yearling 


capacity at the hatchery will be 
utilized initially to rear 200,000 
king salmon, 100,000 silver 
salmon and 700,000 steelhead. 


"Emphasis will be placed on 


rebuilding 
the 
depleted 


steelhead runs during the first 
few years of operation because 
this resource is in the poorest 
shape," said Paul Jensen, 
supervisor of salmon and 
steelhead research for the DFG. 


"At the same time, we will be 


building firm supplies of king 
and silver salmon eggs," he 
said. "The program of raising 
500,000 silver salmon to yearling 
size at our Darrah 'Springs 
Hatchery will be continued, 
which will give us 
total 


production of 600,000 yearling 
silvers and 700,000 yearling 
steelhead from both hatcheries 
for release in coastal waters."

Thermal Pollution 
Safeguard's Decision

WASHINGTON (AP) — The

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Nixon administration’s suit to 
force a Florida power company 
to construct safeguards against 
thermal pollution could become 
a Landmark decision in man’s 
battle to preserve the en­ 
vironment. 
The suit against the Florida 
Power A Light Co., marks the 
first time the government has 
sought court action 
to halt 
possible pollution before any 
damage has occurred. And it 
focuses on nuclear power plants, 
a target of conservationists who 
fear hot water discharges will 
radically upset the balance of 
aquatic life. 
The outcome will affect vir­ 
tually all 15 nuclear generating 
plants now in 'Operation, in the 
United States and the scores 
under construction or in plan­ 
ning stages 
The government wants the 
Florida utility to modify its 
plans for reducing the tem­ 
perature of cooling water at its 
Turkey Creek plant, currently 
being converted to nuclear 
power. 
The company had planned to 
flush the artificially heated 
water into Biscayne Bay via a 
six-mile canal, stating the' water 
will not harm the aquatic Ufe in 


the bay. 
This is in line with the position 
taken by mo6t utility spokesmen 
when questioned about possible
